Pioneer Notes 99th Year

Remembering when there were
bean fields where the city of Tor-
rance now stands and attesting
her claim that she lived in Tor-
rance long before there was a
Torrance, Mrs. Phoebe Sykes,
1521 Cota Ave., celebrated her
99th birthday on May 25.
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The nonagenarian, born in
Huddersfield, England, May 25,
1868, came with her husband and
son, William, to Lomita in Octo-
ber 19il. Their home was on
Chestnut which is now in Tor-
rance. The following year, Mr,
Sykes died.

In the area at Carson and Ca-
brillo, known as Five Points,
Mrs. Sykes operated a tent store
and it was during this time that

National Supply was built.
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On his 21st birthday in 1918,
her son, William, purchased the
home at 1521 Cota from Jared
Torrance, founder of this city.
Four years ago, William married
his sweetheart of the 1920s, and
the house on Cota is home to the
threesome. Mr, Sykes worked for
Columbia Steel for 42 years, and
is now retired.

'He and his mother traveled in
every state in the union and
visited Canada, Bermuda, Alaska
and Hawail.
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Mrs, Sykes, who is enjoying

good health and is very informed

on world affairs, loves “going
places,” On Monday before her
birthday, she and her son and his
